CAN PAY INDEMNITIES 


Allies Dispatch New Note to Berim, 


Warning Them W hat Refusal to 


Meet Debt Will Mean

Paris, Mar. 25— The allies are con­ 
vinced Germany can pay the indemni­ 
ties bill but no intentions of doing 
so have been noticed, the allied rep­ 
aration commission declared today 
in a note to the Berlin government. 
The note declared that Germany 
must pay twenty billion gold marks 
to the allies by May 1 which would 
amount to about $4,500,000,000. 
Germany was warned that refusal 
to pay the one billion marks demand­ 
ed yesterday would be a failure to 
meet with the terms of 
the Ver­ 
sailles treaty. 
Berlin’s failure to pay the repara­ 
tion demands has been referred to 
the allies, the note says. 
Indefinite 
occupation and property annexation 
will be considered by the allied pre­ 
miers as an additional German pen- 


Country produce, including butter 
and eggs, has taken a decided slump 
on the market within the last few 
days, and a new low mark for sev­ 
eral years has been Teaehed. 
Eggs 
today were selling in local 
stores 
from 18 cents a dozen up, with the 
purchase price from farmers rang 
ing around 15 and 16 cents. 


Butter was being purchased today 
from fanners at 18 to 40 cents 
a 
fxmnd in most stores, while the pro­ 
duce dealers 
were paving 12 cents 
a pound. The

around 40 to 45 cents. The

ity of the butter.

Unusually mild weather in the last 
six weeks is given by jobbers as the 
chief reason for the fall in prices. 
he eariv egg laying season is now 
at its height and is 
at

weeks ahead of the usual time. In­ 
ability to obtain financial 
backing 
for speculation in eggs is alsojgiven 
as a reason for the 
present 
lowr 
price. Speculators who have hereto­ 
fore stored large quantities of eggs 
tn anticipation of keeping 
up 
the 
price have been unable 
to 
obtain 
bank credit with which to purchase 
eggs this year. 
Local grocers reported that they 
never /remembered a 
period 
when 
they had sold so many eggs as they 
have in the last few weeks. People 
who bought only a half dozen 
eggs 
when the price was. high, now buy 
three, four or five dozen at a 
time 
and housewives are using 
eggs in 
many different ways in their menus. 


It was anticipated by dealers that 
the demand will continue as 
long 
as the supply holds out 
and 
the 
price remains low. It

out that the drop in the

of 
egg« came at a very opportune time 
because many regard the celebration 
of Easter as incomplete unless they 
have a plentiful supply of eggs.

George M. Barnard, R epublican, 
of Newcastle, was appointed to suc­ 
ceed Paul P. Haynes, resigned; John 
McCardle, R epublican, of Indiana­ 
polis, Was reappointed; 
and 
State 
Senator Maurice Douglas, Democrat 
of Flat rock, was appointed to suc­ 
ceed Fred Bates Johnson of Indiana­ 
polis. 
The Barnard appointment is 
for the unexpired term of Mr. H ay­ 
nes from April 1 to M ay 1, 1924. 
The reappointment of Mr. McCardle 
is for a four-year term from May 1, 
and Senator Douglas will serve four 
years from May 1. 
The Governor also appointed Fred 
C. Klein, a South Bend attorney, as 
udge of the new St. Joseph county 
Su|>erior court No. 2.

The cost 
of these 
departments, 
together with the losses, is 
charged 
back to the consumer by both the 
railroad and the manufacturer. 
The barrel is two thousand
